the redevelopment. Fish fears 
that "If the Laurentien is de- 
molished, the land It stands oh 
Will remain a vacant tot for 
many years. If they're so Intent 
on building an office complex, 
they have 18 other acres of land 
in the same downtown area." 

Fish said that Save Montreal 
lawyer Claude Armand Shep- 
pard will press for an interim 
injunction should CP begin 
demolition before a permanent 
injunction is granted. An inter- 
im injunction would paralyze 
demolition pending the final 
Superior Court decision. 

Save Montreal also sent a 
telegram on behalf of 78 MCM 
councillors and city architects 
to Premier Lévesque, asking 
his government to pressure CP 
and Marathon into maintaining 
the Laurentien as an operation- 
al hotel. Levesque's Cabinet 
Chief, Louis Bernard, re- 
sponded with: "It is difficult 
to interfere with the manage- 
ment of land in' the core of 
Montreal without annihilating 
municipal autonomy." 

Save Montreal has also asked 
the provincial government to 
convene a quadripartite con- 
ference during which Quebec, 
the municipal administration, 
CP and Marathon and Save 
Montreal could openly discuss 
the issues. 



One criticism often leveled 
at physicists is their preoccu- 
pation with conceptual fabri- 
cations, at the expense of 
matters more concrete.

Starting in Spetember its thin 
walls will reverberate with the 
tired voices of those charged 
with encapsulating (and e-- 
masculating?) five centuries 
of genius In the physical 
sciences Into 55 minute 
packages. 

The new building will soon 
be a reality. But will it serve 
its purpose? What, In fact, is 
its purpose? A few comments 
might be appropriate.. 

The RPB Is an artifact from 
the optimistic past. Years 
ago, when It was appended to 
a list of desired — (not 
required) — new buildings, 
Physical Science registrations 
were on the upsurge. The 
Physics department, though 
by no means strained, was 




feeling the pressure. It was 
.felt that new facilities were 
desirable to cope with the 
anticipated influx of under- 
graduates. In addition, and 
potentially more serious, the 
staff and post-graduate stu- 
dents were scattered all over 
the campus in different 
buildings, leading to an Isola- 
tion and lack of dialogue be- 
tween researchers that 
threatened to interfere with 
the free flow of Ideas so im- 
portant, for modern research. 
It was decided that a new 
building, linked to the two re- 
search labs up the hill, would 
consolidate the department: 
The building would house 
staff, provide undergraduate 
labs and contain several 
lecture rooms. Some research 
facilities would be provided. 
The move would allow the 
department to uprate its 
teaching lab equipment, while 
a pair of as ileal tele- 
scopes woulc stalled on 
the roof. In alllt seemed that' 
by moving Into a modern, well 
equipped building, Physics 
could enhance and improve 
both undergraduate teaching 
and intra-departmental dia- 
logue. Finally the snappy new 
building would make an im- 
pressive photograph and 
might entice more graduate 
students to McGIII (pure 
speculation this, but plausible 
In. light of how physics stu- 
dents seem to select grad 
schools). 

" Over the years, as the RPB 
moved relentlessly to the top 
of the University Development 
list, the situation changed. 
First with declining registra- 
tion In the Physical Sciences 



(and in particular Physics), 
and then with the end of the . 
College Equivalent program. 
In addition post-graduate in- 
terest in Physics waned as the 
employment situation In the 

field' stagnated. Particularly 
hard hit were the theorists 
who found that the extra- 
Physics world had no interest 
in "Quantum Mechanics" (Cy- 
clotron mechanics are more in 
demand — experimentalists 
are not badly off, jobs exist 
for them outside Physics). 

To summarize the situation 
as it existed before construc- 
tion or tendering began (ie. 
before the university had seri- 
ously committed any funds to 
the project), and as it Is now: 
most experimentalists are 
well served by the existing 
facilities (Foster & Eaton 
labs), there are fewer theorists 
and those that remain have 
plenty of room, lecture spai 
Is more than adequate for 
existing (and future) needs. 
(Regarding Physics-related 
employment for those with 
post-graduate degrees: the 
American Institute of Physics 
reports the situation Is not 
likely to improve for years.) 
The only remaining reason for 
the RPB Is to give a few dozen 
people a change In scene. Is It 
worth $5 million? 

As a further consideration 
construction and Instrumen- 
tation costs have increased 
tremencously since the Initial 
planning was made. Budgets 
have been trimmed, and most 
of the new equipment will not 
be Installed when the building 
first opens. In fact the same 
labs will be performed with 
the same apparatus behind 



grey concrete slabs rather 
than grey brick. Astronomical 
instruction is primitive at 
McGIII. Characteristically the 
sorely needed telescopes have 
been deleted from the roof 
because the air-conditioning 
and heating ducts had to be 
placed there, or so we are 
told. More reasonable to sup- 
pose that the money saved 
would be used to complete 
the building's shell; hundreds 
of institutions have roof-top 
observatories. Oh Physics 
heed the words of Oscar 
Wilde: 

"We are all in the gutter, but 
some of us are looking at the 
stars". Not at McGIII we ain't) 
..This building has cost the 
university five million bucks. 
The only service it provides 
the student body is to local- 
ize, pigeon hole (à la Burn- 
side) while confining the ln- 
ctors, and making them 
_ jessible. In my Intermin- 
able years at McGill I have 
never had difficulty tracking 
down even the most elusive 
Instructor. It doesn't take a $5 
million filing cabinet to find 
someone, just a telephone 
directory and a fast pair of- 
sneakers. 

Money like this, properly 
managed, would have pro- 
vided a tremendous shot In 
the arm for the research labs 
(which most would agree are In 
need of some stimulation), for 
scientific, social, industrial, 
and pedagogical research. 
The Idea should be to uprate 
existing facilities without 
moving into expensive new 




quarters whose use cannot be 
justified. (The old Macdonald 
Physics Building could stand 
for a century or more with 
minimal maintenance). Con- 
sidering that the RPB Is an 
entity without purpose, it is a 
tribute to bureaucratic inertia' 
and the Administration's 
icomplete misinterpretation of 
the function of a university 
that the building is nearing 
completion. 

Within the convoluted and 
deranged thought processes 
of the typical university policy 
maker and Administrator all of 
this mismanagement probably 
makes tremendous fiscal 
sense (cents?). This university 
must, of course, sell Itself to 
those who hold the strings. 
Those responsible for its daily 
operation will try to convince 
those who listen — be they 
Individuals who have a genu- 
ine Interest In education for 
education's sake, or members 
of -the business community 
who have professional inter- 
ests (using the university to 
produce manipulators and 
consumers) — that the repu- 
tation Physics and other de- 
partments at McGIII have in 
the outside world was 
founded on buildings that 
house agile bodies, and not 
bodies that house agile 
minds. 

Well, the RPB is here to 
stay, and so too Is the mech- 
anism that made It-a reality; 
and as far as Its architecture 
and constructional motivation 
are concerned Albert Speer 
(and his chief patron) would 
be proud.

McGill's hopes for an unde- 
feated QUA A season were des- 
troyed Friday night "as the 
Condordla Stingers pulled à 
stunning upset at the Currle !

Came out flat 

Concordia assistant coach 
Mike Hlckey called it "a great 
win".

was our shot selection, we 
were very patient." 

The Stingers played an ex- 
'cellent game. They were ex- 
tremely poised, and did not 
•allow the Redmen to dominate 
the boards as In games past. 
John Erglis scored only four 
points but. played a good floor 
game- as he had just two 
turnovers In running the team. 
Jim Akin was the big gun. He 
scored 24 points and had 17 re- 
bounds. Surprisingly strong 
performances were turned in by 
Doug Merlin and Graham Haig.

worse (28%). One bright spot 
was the play of Gerry Ostroff, 
who had 14 points and 11 re- 
bounds to go along wlth_77% 
FG shooting. Gord Brabant 
scored 11 points but had a 
sub-par game. 

Coach Staples was naturally 
disappointed but did not feel 
the loss was a cause of serious 
concern. When asked about the 
end of the chance for an un- 
beaten conference season, he 
compared It to a bowler who 
has a string of strikes broken 
but still rolls a high score.
